2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the description: (fig. 4, #2.2).

Regarding claim 1, the prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest an X-ray apparatus for 
making X-ray images of a patient, including wherein at least one LED is disposed between the 
X-ray source and the diaphragm, wherein the illuminating beam of the LED is aimed in an 
undeflected fashion at the X-ray field, and wherein the at least one LED is pivotable out of the 
X-ray beam, in combination with all of the other limitations in the claim. Claims 2-7 contain 
allowable subject matter by virtue of their dependency. 
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Pertinent Prior Art 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Schmitt (US 6036362) discloses a light emitting device and filter between the x-ray 
source and diaphragm (fig. 1). 

Odaka et al. (US 55531 15) discloses undeflected light emitting devices (fig. 14, #106). 
Terashima et al (US 5600698) discloses undeflected light emitting devices (fig. 1, #3). 
Novak et al. (US 4259585) discloses undeflected light emitting devices (fig. 4, #22 and 

23).
